LETTER_TO_THE EDITOR: 

I am writing to express my views on the most controversial subject 
in DXing bagoe a - lists and nets. . 

Some other countries, most notably the USSR refer to DXin as 
"radiosporting." It is an apt term since it implies competition. 
Indeed, the tabulation and publication of DXCC standings brings out the 
competitive nature in all of uss it’s what keeps us chasing the rare 


ones. It is also this competition that has so widely polarized DxXers 
on the subject of lists and DX nets. 

Man imes, those who speak out against lists are told, “if you 
don’t like it, ignore it." If this were simply a style of operation 
that was disagreeable but harmless, it would be abe Oo ignore. That 
is not the case, however. It is harmful because it cheapens the DXCC 


award. 

It has been said that the reason some of us are so anti-list is 
that we’re on ego trips and resent the little guy el een through. NOT 
SO. Our hats are off to the little ret dia s through, as long as he 


does it himself. The upper ranks oa e DXCC roster abound with those 
who got there using modest equipment and no lists. "Yes, but it was 
easier when those guys did it. The bands are more crowded tcaday, and 


the competition is stiffer making the little guy’s chances slimmer." 
Was DXing_ really_ easier for the modest station in the days on the 
hetrodynes? Gn CW, 1711 bet the smaller station has an easier time 
today than he did years ago since there is such a higher percentage of 
stations oan phone. In addition, it sure seems like there have been 
more DXpeditions aver the past decade than there ever were 30 years 
ago. 


Let’s forget about all the bickering for a moment. Look at what 
the hobby of DXing is really all about and you can see the biggest 
reason of all for not working lists and nets. Supposedly, we are all 


Sa this because it’s fun and ropapekatel yy I?1l admit there is some ego 
boosting that goes oan but its real y the excitement that has us 
chasing the rare ones. éan anyone deny that there’s more excitement in 
working a rare one on your own (especially if it takes a while) than in 
having someone else locate it for you and orchestrate the @S0ao? That’s 
why he ones who suffer are not those who miss the rare one because 
ey refuse to get oan the Tist. The true losers are the list 
participants. © They deprive themselves of the excitement of working it 
on their own. He who refuses the list knows what a great feeling it’s 
going to be when he finds and works the rare one by himself. Clearly, 
hose who operate lists are demonstrating that, to them, the almigh ¥ 
QSL is more important than the fun and excitement of the activity oa 

DXing itself. s there pride no bigger than that? 

Our government allows us the privilege of amateur radio because, 
snore other things, the skills we develop while operating can prove 
invaluable in times of ener Gene ye DXing has been touted as one of the 
activities within our hobby that hones such skills. The list operator 
suffers in this respect also. Whether he’s one of those on the list or 
the DX operator himself, he doesn’t develop much more than the ability 
to hold BP his hand when his name is called. I’m not sure I[’d want him 
on the other end when my ship is ata in the South Atlantic. 

The very existence of DXCC establishes DXers as participants in 
radiosport. True sport provides the greatest amount of fun and 
excitement to the most people. True sport is the best way to improve . 
skills. Working DX from a list or net is not true sport. If I stood 
in line at the Redondo Beach Bee awaiting my turn to have ae diver 
attach a large fish to my hook would be ashamed of myself. If I had 
obtained a tishing award through such a tactic, it wouldn’t be worth
